HOUSING SUBDIVISION 
SUGGESTED FOR 
ALTONA SPORTS PARK 


Tentative Plan Submitted To Council 


A tentative plan for subdividing the Altona 
Sports Park into residential lots has been 
received by Altona Council but it is believed 
the Board of Works will not permit this de- 
velopment as the area is a flood plain for 
Kororoit Creek. 


The proposal before Council 
involves the widening of Kor- 
oroit Creek to double its 
existing size, construction of 
a road parallel to the fore- 
shore linking with a bridge 
over the mouth of Kororoit 
Creek and roading to serve 
357 lots. 

Most of the lots would have 
direct access to waterways 
connected to Kororoit Creek. 

The promoters of the 
scheme sought Council's ap- 
proval in principle and, if 
given, they will proceed with 
a detailed investigation. 

The Board of Works has 
spent about $250,020 on level- 
ling and other works in the 
area and wiil not allow any 
obstruction to floodwaters. 

Altona Council has a 21 
year lease on the Park with 
17 years still to run and has 
plans for a public golf course.

Development of the area as 
a golf links is permissible 
but the fact that no fencing 
around the boundaries is al- 
lowable and possible tree 
planting is limited the City 
Engineer’s Department feels 
this severely restricts the 
value’ of the area as a golf 
links. 

At the General Purposes 
Committee last week on a 
motion by Crs. Les Crofts 
and Bill Sommers, Council 
decided the City Engineer 
and Cr. Harry Weaver dis- 
cuss the proposal with offi- 
cers of the Board to ascer- 
tain the Board’s views. 

They met yesterday and it 
is believed the Board will 
adhere to its previous deci- 
sion to permit no develop- 
ment which would impede 
flood waters flowing across 
the Park.

iHOUSING SCHEME 


The Western Australian 
Parliament has approved a 
{unique housing scheme under 
which the- permanent build- 
ing societies will provide 
funds for families to pur- 
chase State Housing Commis- 
sion homes. 


The main points of the 
scheme are: 


@ The Commission will 
contribute an interest rate 
subsidy of 1 per cent. on the 
funds so that a purchaser 
will not pay more than 6 per 
cent. per annum on his loan. 


@ A participating society 
will continue to earn a nor- 
mal interest rate of 7 per 
cent. per annum on its funds. 


@ The scheme will be 
mainly for applicants in the 
upper bracket of income on 
the Housing Commission wait- 
jin list. 


@ The interest rate sub- 
sidy will be payable only dur- 
ing the first 10 years of what- 
ever term is arranged for 
repayment of the loan. 





@ In the first year, the 
“Permanents” are expected 
to provide about $15 million 
for 1,500 families to buy 
homes. 





Outlining details of the leg- 
islation, State Housing 
Amendment Bill (No. 2) in 
the Legislative Assembly on 
October 15, 1969, the W.A. 
Minister for Housing (Mr. 
O'Neil) said: 





“The purpose of the mea- 
sure is to empower the Com- 
mission to subsidise interest 
rates charged by Permanent 
; Building Societies to enable 
applicants obtain housing 
leans at rates which will 
bring the instalments within 
their financial means. 


Permanent Building Socie- 
ties are currently undergoing 
an unprecedented rate of 
growth and this is enabling 





















~The Cross oi 
Compassion 


The followers of Jesus have ever had 
a vision of His suffering and death on 
the cross — the form of the death and 
agony. It is not easy to understand that 
He died for the world. 


Christ came to seek and to save the 
lost. And that was because of his com- 
passion for them. 


He had compassion. He was not only 
sorry for sinners, He not only suffered 
for sinners.

In a real sense, it is the underlying 
influence in all works meeting human- 
ity’s needs.

CONSUMER PROTECTION-A 
MODERN VICTORIAN MYTH 


Among its many other progressive policies 
Labor aims to bring forth the extremely import- 
ant issue of Consumer Protection during the 
election campaign leading up to the day of 


decision on May 30. 


The present Consumers 
Protection Council was 
formed just over five years 
ago to gather information 
on dishonest practices which 
are employed against you, 
the retail consumer. This in- 
formation was to be referred 
to the Government so that 
corrective legislation could 
be passed and these practices 
stopped, 


In fact, as we have come 
to expect from the present 
Government the Consumer 
Protection Council is another 
example of q toothless tiger 
formed to lull the public in- 
to a false sense of security 
by ‘believing that their in- 
terests are at the fore-front 
of Government thinking. 


These are not false claims 
when we consider that the 
Council was unable to get 
enough money or staff, it 
could not publish a con- 
sumer bulletin, it could not 
even get effective legal ad- 
vice and though it worked 
to some degree because of 
a very hard working staff 
and because the press, radio 
and television helped to 
publicise the complaints 
that were notified we still 
find that the Minister of 
Labour and Industry took 
four months to table the 
latest report in Parliament. 


The Government now 
plans to remodel the Con- 
sumers Protection Council. 
In the future you will place 
your complaints with the 
Department of Labour and 
Industry; not with the Coun- 
cil.

BE LEFT —* 


1. Without administra- 
tive responsibility and more 
importantly it will be unable 
to produce any more reports 
upsetting to those profiteer- 
ing by Victoria's “open go” 
for salesmen. 

The need for a Consumers 
Protection Council is obvious 
when you consider that we 
consumers have no way of 
knowing whether a product 
meets a required quality, is 


overpriced, is the correct 
weight or will meet its 
guarantee. 


We have many examples 
of unfair trading in Vic- 
toria but because we tend to 
believe that we can cope in- 
dividually with the situation 
the need for protection is 
largely ignored, but when 
we are seeking wage and 
salary rises collective action 
is taken through our unions 
and professional organisa- 
tions, Why not then have an 
organisation to help us to 
discover and obtain value 
for the money we strive so 
hard to earn, i 

Recently a prominent 
member of the Canadian 
Government said ‘The con- 
sumer and the producer in- 
terest often conflict because 
the classical theory of buy- 
ing and selling doesn’t 
work, This theory assumes 
that producers would always 
act to make the biggest 
profit on their money and 
that consumers would always 
act to get the best value for 
theirs, but due to exisence 
of monopolies consumers 
are unable to obtain suffi- 
cient information on their 
purchases to make a value 
judgment and thanks to the 
power of advertising the 
goods are no longer distin- 
guishable. - 

x 2. How are you deceived 
into parting with your 
money? For example: 

You may see a detergent 
selling at a special price 
with the bottle marked 
‘Nett contents, + gallon’, 
but does this help you if its 
three-quarters the strength 
of the detergent you nor- 
mally buy. 





Investigations have also 








found salesmen trained by 
their employers to misrepre- 
sent their products ,or their 
prices, or their conditions of 
sale, Practices in which the 
only thing at a discount is 
dishonesty. 


In’ some countries these 
practices are punishable by 
law, the New York Con- 
sumer Bureau took to court 
a company that was selling 
an $80 stove for $658, a 
$450 colour television for 
$1,575 through high pres- 
sure techniques with hire 
purchase backing. The 
court found their sales tech- 
niques illegal and the pricing 
unfair. . 

An encyclopedia com- 
pany calling door to door 
doing “survey” ta get into 
the home and make safes 
were fined $7,000 in costs 
for their dishonesty. 

These are only a few of 
the methods under which 
we all suffer in this State of 
Victoria which permits sales 
methods to be introduced 
from countries in which 
they are illegal ‘but we can 
rectify the situation by de- 
manding that an effective 
Consumers Protection Coun- 
cil be set up. A council that 
will be composed of pro- 
ducers and consumers and 
independent of the Govern- 
ment, staffed by Govern- 
ment employees. 

The Counci! must be left 
free to develop its own work, 
to be able to engage in con- 
sumer activities, to produce 
advisory leaflets, to publish 
a price index, to produce 
magazines and to investi- 
gate what is going on in 


Victorian marketing and 
advise the Government ac- 
cordingly.

Rotary Club 
Of Altona 


At the weekly meeting of 
the Rotary Club of Altona 
on Tuesday, March 17, Mr. 
George Tack spoke on the 
topic: Preservation in Tim- 
ber, 

He mentioned that, 
though Australia now im- 
ports thirty per cent of her 
timber needs, she hopes to 
be self-supporting by the 
turn of the century. We 
now produce mainly soft- 
woods (about two million 
super feet per day) and thus 
chemical impregnation, to 
prevent rot and attacks by 
borers and white ants, is 
important, 

A fluid .containing cop- 
per, arsenic and chromium 
is forced deep into the tim- 
ber. The chromium fixes the 
copper and arsenic so that 
they are insoluble in water 
and thus not affected by 
ground water. This treat- 
ment allows the use of small 
section poles as there is.now 
no need to allow extra dia- 
meter for rotting, when in 
the ground, With this treat- 
ment, softwodd poles will 
last for up to 40 or even 50 
years,

Goats’ Milk 
By Train 


Young children suffering 
from allergy complaints such 
as eczema and asthma, and 
adults with gastric and cer- 
tain other disorders, are be- 
ing helped by the Railways 
— their needed goats’ milk 
goes by train. 

Almost 300 pint bottles a 
week of this unusual freight 
leave Mentone railway sta- 
tion, for private customers 
throughout the Melbourne 
metropolitan area and some 
nearby country towns, the 
Victorian Railways Commis- 
sioners said today. 

The “empties” were re- 
turned later, also by train. 

The Bayard family, who 
had been in the industry for 
19 years, were the people 





30| behind the milk. 


Mr. Paul Bayard had 80 
goats on his 56-acre property 
at Pakenham Upper, and was 
thought to be the State’s big- 
gest goatkeeper. 

Each day bottled milk was 
taken to his parents’ prop- 
erty at Heatherton, where it 
was pre-cooled overnight, be- 
fore being dispatched from 
Mentone station, around 7 
a.m. 

“Within two hours, the milk 
is in many customers’ re- 
frigerators,” said Mr. L. Bay- 
ard, Snr. 

Explaining why goats’ milk 
was recommended for cer- 
tain medical conditions, Mr. 
Bayard said that it contained 
less fat. 

“For this reason. it takes 
2%-3 hours to digest cows’ 
milk, and only about 20 min- 


utes for goats’ milk,’’ Mr. 
Bayard explained. 

“And goats’ milk is na- 
turally homogenised,” he 
added. 


In addition to private ord- 
ers, some milk was sent to 
a milk factory at Tongala 
where, after processing, it 
was canned. In this form, it 
was available to certain 
people on prescription, under 
the National Health Scheme. 

This was one of the reasons 
why the Bayards said there 
was little profit to be made 
out of goats’ milk, and many 
other producers had gone out 
of business. 

“When “you are supplying 
babies and other people who 
need the milk, you just can't 
dump them,” Mrs, Bayard 
said. 

The family seldom meet 
their customers, but take an 
interest in them,

gressing,” Mrs. Bayard add- 
“) :

A Surrey Hills mother had 
been receiving 12 pints every 
week for the past 14 years 
for her son, who had de- 
veloped quite a taste for it. 





Just recently, when he start- 
ed work and his mother told 
him that he would now have 
to pay for the milk, the order 
was reduced to nine pints. 

“Some people might wonder 
why we send the milk, in bot- 
tles, by train,” Mr. Bayard 
said. 

“Let me put it this way. 
Last week a new customer at 
Glen Waverley phoned for 
supplies. The order was im- 
mediately dispatched, but 
after four hours at the sta- 
tion, it still had not been col- 
lected. 

“The Glen Waverley station 
staff phoned us to find out 
the customer's address so 
that contact could be made. 
To me that’s real service.” 

The goats were mostly the 
British Saanen type out of 
imported stock. Each aver- 
aged about a gallon of milk 
a day, and each milking took 
about 1% hours in the six-

The most remarkable thing 
about the human species is 
its infinite diversity. No man 
is precisely like another.
